Episcopalians. - In  the  Episcopal  Church 

of  the  United  States  there  are  530  clergymen. 
Ten  are  bishops,  and  the  others  are  priests  and 
deacons.  There  is  also  one  bishop  elect,  not 
yet  consecrated. — Eight  are  presidents  of  col¬ 
leges,  or  preside  over  collegiate  institutions  un¬ 
der  other  names,  as  principal,  provost,  &,c. 
Twenty-two  are  professors  in  Colleges,  Theolo¬ 
gical  Seminaries,  and  other  public  institutions. 
Six  are  chaplains  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States,  or  in  some  corporate  establishment. 
Seventy-three  are  principals  of  academic  semi¬ 
naries  of  learning,  and  besides  those  engaged 
as  principals,  many  others  are  engaged  in 
teaching  a  part  of  the  time,  in  connexion  with 
parochial  duty. 

Ionian  Islands. — Education  is  being  car¬ 
ried  on  on  a  wide  and  enlightened  scale  in  the 
Ionian  Islands,  and  bids  fair  to  extend  itself 
into  the  whole  of  that  division  of  Greece.  The 
novel  measure  of  introducing  female  schools, 
which  originated  with  a  committee  of  ladies  in 
Edinburgh,  has  not  only  met  with  great  encour- 
ag(?ment  on  the  part  of  the  people,  but  has  been 
strongly  recommended  by  the  Bishop  of  Corfu. 

Deafness. — At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Gov¬ 
ernors  of  the  London  Dispensary  for  deafness 
of  the  ear,  it  appeared  that  since  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  this  charity  in  1816,  upwards  of  8440 
patients  afflicted  with  deafness  of  the  ear  have
